EL CERRITO — The El Cer- 
rito Historical Society paid hom- 
age to some of its pioneer resi- 
dents last Thursday when soci- 
ety members held a ceremony 
commemorating the installation 
of ahistorical plaque on the build- 
ing that is now Pastime Ace 
Hardware on San Pablo Avenue. 

The plaque — which recog- 
nizes the building as an official 
historical site —is the first of its 
kind in El Cerrito. Society mem- 
bers said it will not be the last. 

“We owe it to our descen- 
dants to know who they are and 
how they got here,” said histori- 
cal society President Art 
Schroeder. “It’s a matter of civic 
pride to acknowledge them.”

ALBANY— The Board of Edu- 
cation held two brainstorming ses- 
sions last week seeking public in- 
put into the design of the new AI- 
bany High School.

Originally the William Rust 
Blacksmith Shop, circa 1889, the 
building has been owned for about 
70 years by the Pryde family. Will- 
iam (or Wilhelm) Rust’s grandson 
Robert Rust attended the event, 
along with several members of the 
Pryde family. Schroeder lauded the 
two families’ contributions to the 
commerce of El Cerrito. 

“Rust had everything it took to 
get the city started. The Pryde fam- 
ily has all it takes to keep the city 
going,” Schroeder said. “Rust would

The exhibition featured 
children’s books and illustrations, 
where real and fictional heroines, 
from diverse backgrounds and eth- 
nic traditions, are celebrated for their 
courage, creativity and achieve- 
ments . 

Jacqueline Burbank, a fourth 
grader at Kensington Elementary, 
submitted a short essay on the cour- 
age and strength of her friend Talia 
Geliebter - a disabled student who 
attends Madera Elementary in El 
Cerrito. Jacqueline was the young- 
est essayist in the competition. 

According to Jacqueline’s 
mother, Arlene Burbank, the con-

OAKLAND — After six months 


worth of meetings and often-heated 
debate, the first step in the creation 
of a new, county-wide sales tax is 
nearly complete, with as much as 
$1 billion at stake to fund transpor- 
tation projects well into the next 
century. 


With this month’s crippling 


BART strike barely a few days old, 
the committee charged with cre- 
ation of a new Measure B, a half- 
cent sales tax slated for transporta- 
tion projects, hosted a series of pub- 
lic forums across the county last 
week to gain input on a draft expen- 
diture plan. The 40-member group, 
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the story of brave little girls in lit- 
erature and how role models are 
changing.

It re- 
minds me of how much our girl has 
been through,” said Keller.

Though BART service — or a 
lack thereof — has been much the 
topic of discussion in recent weeks, 
also on the minds of transportation 
advocates has been the creation of a 
new Measure B. The tax, slated to 
expire in 2002, helps fund bus ser- 
vice, paratransit, local street repair 
and capital projects, and has been 
seen by many as a solution to 
Alameda County’s transportation

high school funding began at the 
beginning of the summer when the 
Office of Public School Construc- 
tion (OPSC) recommended rejec- 
tion of the school board’s retrofit 
funding application fortwo reasons. 

First, the OPSC abandonment 
policy requires the minimal work 
necessary to bring the building into 
compliance with the requirements 
in existence when the building was 
originally constructed, not today’s 
standards. Second, the high school 
was modernized in 1993, and mod- 
ernization is expected to bring the 
building up to standard. 

However, standards have already 
been raised as a result of the Loma 
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Serving the communities of Albany, El Cerrito and Fenn COU” 'Y UBRARY 


Prieta and Northridge earthquakes. 
In 1993, the school board believed 
they could retrofit the building us- 
ing bond money. Yet, with even 
stricter seismic standards, the retro- 
fit costs now stand at over 75 per- 
cent of rebuilding costs. 

After the State Allocation Board 
rejected the school board’ s applica- 
tion for funding, the school board 
appealed and drafted legislation, 
with the help of Assemblywoman 
Dion Aroner and Senator Barbara 
Lee, declaring Albany High School 
a “hardship” case, and thus a case 
eligible for hardship funds.

Allegedly, the threat of an esca- 
lating land price and lengthy liti-" 
gation caused Wilton Partners to 
lose interest. 

Milton Bilak, landlord of all 
the small businesses and Lucky’s, 
tefused to sell his portion of the 
Plaza to Wilton Partners. While 
the Agency maintained the land 
is worth $15 million, Bilak con- 
tended the land is worth between 
$30 million and $40 million. The 
Agency we was in the middle of a 
land appraisal when the ENRA 
expired. As Wilton Partners 
seemed to anticipate, the differ- 
ence in appraisals would have 
most likely led to condemnation 
proceedings. 

American Stores (parent of the 
Lucky grocery chain, a Plaza ten- 
ant) closed escrow on the Empo- 
Tium site earlier this summer, pur- 
chasing it from Federated. Ameri- 
can Stores would not respond to 
inquiries about their purchase. But 
Community Development Man-. 
ager Gerry Raycraft said, “They 
want the property to use as leyer- 
age in negotiations with whoever 
ends up developing the Plaza.” 
The “whoever,” however, is no 
longer Wilton Partners, but Bilak.

The absence of a middle school

Recent Federal

On Sept. 30 at 7 p.m. there will 
be a Community Action meeting 
at Easter Hill United Methodist 
Church, 3911 Cutting Blvd., 
Richmond. The sponsoring 
agency, CCISCO (Contra Costa 
Interfaith Sponsoring Committee) 
has invited Dr. Woodrow 
Snodgrass, president of the West 
Contra Costa United School 
Board, and other board members. 
Please come, and/or let your 
school board know by calls and 
letters that the absence of a 
middle school in Richmond is

This happened 
with the Neighbor to Neighbor 
group in 1996 and with the 
Redevelopment advisory 
committee in 1994. Now it has 
happened again. The Del Norte 
Task Force meeting, planned for 
Sept. 18 was suddenly canceled 
two days earlier. Councilman 
Mark Friedman, with no warning 
or consultation, and in conclusion 
of the agenda, disbanded the Del 
Norte Task Force.

“Getting at the truth of that, where 
we actually stand fiscally with the 
Redevelopment Agency, is a neces- 
sary first step to restoring faith in the 
agency orestablishing that itdeserves 
no faith,” he said. 

In his opening remarks Stark said 
he advocates a separation of the two 
committees, which currently share 
members. He also recommended an 
audit and fiscal analysis of the agency 
by a source outside the committee, 
the results of which should be made 
available to the public in “compre- 
hensible” language. 

These are some of the steps needed 
to mend relationships between the 
community and the City Council, he 
said. 

Abelson, however, said her opin- 
ion about redevelopment differs from 
that of Stark and many others. 

“I think it has brought us some 
good things,” she said, citing the Tar- 
get store as an example. 

Her only suggestion forthe agency 
was to allow private developers to try 
working out the problems involved 
with redeveloping the Plaza. 

Abelson said her primary concerns 
for the city are public safety and the 
city’s financial situation, both of 
which she said will soon become ma- 
jor issues.

the Redevelopment Agency, and re- 
views on a regular basis. 

“The Redevelopment Agency’s 
financial status remains an unknown, 
and yet we go forward and spend 
money and formulate projects,’ he 
said. “That’s really not acceptable.” 

Damon cited his experience work- 
ing as an engineering research and 
development manager at Bechtel 
Corporation as evidence he has the 
necessary skills to turn around the 
redevelopment project and city gov- 
ernment. 

The first step, he said, is to accu- 
rately identify the problems. “If you 


don’t squarely face things the way 
they are, how can you possibly hope 
to turn them around?” 

Brusatori said a major problem 
with redevelopment is that projects 
take so long to implement that public 
opinion about them shifts before they 
are completed. 

“We were making decisions re- 
cently where land had been acquired 
a decade earlier,” she said. 

In the future, she said the city 
should not see redevelopment as “a 
shotgun approach to big projects,” 
but should take steps to accomplished 
smaller, more immediate goals.

“Frankly,” she said, “that’s all the 

agency can afford anyway.” 
Brusatori said she laments the de- 
cline of the city where she and two 
generations of her family before her 
grew up. “I remember the way El 
Cerrito used to be,” she said.

Del Norte planning moves bumpily along 


By Emily Lundberg 


ELCERRITO—The third and last 
Del Norte community planning work- 
shop will occur this Saturday. But as 
economic consultants toil over four 
community-generated scenarios, one 
of the three community task force 
members is fuming over being “fired” 
from the task force. 


Alternatives under study 


The four scenarios being analyzed 
by Economic and Planning Systems 
(EPS) include Alternative Al and 
A2, and Alternative C and D, as 
fleshed out at the last community 
workshop on Sept. 6. 

Alternative Al includes on the 
Mayfair site a four-story building with 
207 residential units , over 321 park- 
ing spaces. And on the BART site, 
Al includes atwo-story building, with 
a what has been parred down to no 
more than a 1,000-seat theater, with 
retail, over 930 parking spaces (also 
serving BART patrons). 

At the Sept. 6 community meet- 


ing, when the audience was asked 
whether it supported a theater over 
1,000 seats, no one raised a hand. 

Alternative A2 includes on the 
Mayfair site a three-story building 
containing 173 residential units on 
the top two floors, ground-floor re- 
tail, all atop 265 underground park- 
ing spaces. On the BART site, alter- 
native A2 contains atwo-story build- 
ing with 225 units of housing. The 
ground floor would consist of transit- 
serving retail (dry cleaners, shoe re- 
pair, coffee shop) over a 716-space 
BART-serving parking garage. 

On the Mayfair site, Alternative C 
includes a three-story building with 
elder-care and day-care on the two 
top stories, ground-floor retail and 
fifty-five parking spaces under- 
ground. Alternative C on the BART 
site includes a three- to four- story 
building with office suites and elder- 
care/child-care on the top two stories 
and ground-floor retail. Underneath 
would lie an 857-space underground 
parking garage. 

On Sept. 6, community members 
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generated an Alternative D that ac- 
centuated the greatest possible mix 
of uses, heights and designs, includ- 
ing a dispersal of live/work space, 
multifamily housing, office space, 
open space, institutional use (such as 
day care), with night-time entertain- 
ment and ground-floor retail. 

If all goes as planned, on this com- 
ing Saturday, September 27, the fi- 
nancial consultants will present their 
financial analysis of these four sce- 
narios, attesting to each of their feasi- 
bility or lack thereof. The commu- 
nity will then adjust its vision to the 
presented market-reality. 


Task force meeting cancelled 


On Sept. 15, Councilmember and 
task force chair Mark Friedman noti- 
fied task force members that their 
next meeting was not needed, that 
“enough detail and direction were 
provided at the September 6 commu- 
nity meeting to allow the consultant 
to conclude analysis.” 

However, at the Sept. 6 commu- 
nity meeting, community task force 
members Rosemary Loubal and Bob 
Sessler felt preempted when, after 
having generated plans at a Septem- 
ber 4 task force meeting, the plans 
were screened and changed by city 
staff the next day, the day before the 
September 6 meeting. While Sessler 
and Loubal said they had not been 
told about this city staff screening, 
the facilitator said she told them about 
it. 

This “unilateral” decision to “fire” 
the taskforce proves that the taskforce 
is just a “sham to pacify the neigh- 
bors,” said Rosemary Loubal. 

The task force should have been

drive fizzles

EL CERRITO — On April 
7, resident Bob Winslow served 
Councilmember Norman La 
Force with a recall notice. But 
Sept. 16, the last day for turning 
inrecall petitions, went by with- 
out a single petition landing on 
the City Clerk’s desk. 

Recall backers had to col- 
lect 3,266 signatures (20 per- 
cent of El Cerrito’s registered 
voters) to have the recall placed 
on the November ballot. 

“Many people were too 
scared and intimidated to sign 
the recall,” said Winslow. “And 
we are just too old now to be 
walking the streets.” 

Winslow would not name 
otherrecall proponents, and said 
he was going to shred the peti- 
tions donning the 2,500 signa- 
tures he did gather. 

Although the recall failed, 
Winslow said it nonetheless 
shows “that a lot of people do 
not agree with him.” 

However, La Force inter- 
prets the failure of the recall 
differently, saying, “The fail- 
ure of the recall ... demonstrates 
the tremendous vote of confi- 
dence that the people of El Cer- 
rito have in me and how I have 
represented them. 

“Tt also clearly shows that 
contrary to the claims of the 
small clique of council critics, 
voters do not think I, or my 
fellow councilmembers, have 
acted in an arrogant and un- 
democratic manner. It certainly 
puts to rest the claim of these 
same critics that there is a lack 
of trust in the city council.” 

La Force and recall propo- 
nents not only diverged in their 
interpretation of the recall’ s ter- 
mination, but in their interpre- 
tation of the recall itself. 

The recall notice stated that 
La Force “shows continual and 
blatant disregard and disrespect 
for members of the community 
by failing to listen to them at 
council meetings, initiating and 
conducting meetings and con- 
tacts outside the council meet- 
ings to further his personal

ties gathered for a ribbon-cutting 
ceremony at the foot of Albany’s 
newest piece of Bay Trail, the Phase 
II extension begun, and completed, 
this summer, Paid for by a grant 
from the California Coastal Conser- 
vancy, the two phases of the trail 
stretch nearly a half-mile from Inter- 
state 80 to Albany Beach, and will 
eventually become part of the 400 
miles of multi-use paths slated to 
encircle the San Francisco Bay. 

“I had feared that the path of 
civilization was straight downhill: 
the second law of physics, the en- 
tropy principle, things just tend to go 


downhill,” said Albany Mayor Bob. 


Good. “Buthere, we’ re going against 
the trend. We’ve taken a dump, a 
place no one in his right mind would 
go, and we’re turning it into a beau- 
tiful park, right in the middle of a 
city. It’s a splendid achievement in 
itself, and also it gives us hope that 
we can actually succeed in making

the world a better place.” Victoria 
Wake, a former chair of the Water- 
front Committee, also spoke, say- 
ing, “For me, it was one of the most 
satisfying projects I’ ve worked on. 

I’m especially happy that we did 
this first part of the park by taking 
something away from the automo- 
biles and giving it to the pedestrians. 
I think that’s a good first step.” 
“We're really pleased that this is 
finally coming to fruition,” said Steve 
Granholm, the committee’s current 
chair. “What I really value is the 
sense of wildness... and the wild- 
life,” Granholm said, adding that the 
Albany mudflats house a larger 
shorebird population than any one 
location in the Bay. 

Bearing scissors passed out spe- 
cially for the occasion, attendees then 
descended in force on the ceremo- 
nial ribbon and officially opened both 
portions of the trail. The morning’s 
events, though, were far from over, 
as many who attended the ceremony 
then found their way to Albany 
Beach, where the city was also spon- 
soring its own version of the state- 


wide Coastal Cleanup Day. 

Sifting through the seaweed and 
the sand, volunteers young and old 
gathered a year’s worth of debris 
from the city’s lone beach, remoy- 
ing, among other things, 1,116 food 
wrappers, 500 trash bags, 1,072 
straws and 1,100 pieces of expended 
shotgun shell which had apparently 
floated to shore. They collected 110 
balloons, 28 syringes, 137 tampon 
applicators, 125 toys and 62 bever- 
age bottles, 3 seagulls, 3 ducks, and, 
in the case of perhaps the bravest 
volunteer, Manka Baday, the most 
horrid-smelling piece of debris of 
them all—a dead seal. 

“T guess the reason I’m out here is 
this kind of trash presents a hazard to 
the birds and wildlife who use the 
beach,” said City Council member 
Bruce Mast, found poking through 
the seaweed with a stick. “This is a 
really good opportunity for people 
to come outand explore (the beach).” 
Marty Rosman, a 35-year city resi- 
dent who has attended more than a 
dozen Coastal Cleanup Days, gave 
thanks for the warm weather and

reflected on the difference between 
this year’s cleanup and those held in 
the past. 

“Each year there’s less and less 
stuff to pick up,” Rosman said. “It 
sounds to me like people are getting 
more and more conscious.” He also 
pointed to the dozens of children 
helping with the clean-up effort, say- 
ing, “The main thing is to get the 
kids in on the act, because that’s 
where it’s at.” According to Envi- 
ronmental Resources Assistant 
Diamera Bach, much of the debris 
apparently made its way to the beach 
both by wind and by water. By far, 
the greatest amount of debris was 
made of plastic, although other items, 
suchas an opossum skull anda “large 


fish,” were composed of organic 
substances. 

In addition to the satisfaction 
gained from a job well done, volun- 
teers were also treated to free coffee 
from Grace Baking, free bagels from 
Noah’s Bagels, free beverages pro- 
vided by McDonalds, free pizza, pur- 
chased by the city, and free music, 
provided by Sgt. Art Clemons and 
Lt. Bill Palmini, aka “Elvis and the 
Lawman.” 

“With the music and the food, it 
had more of a celebration-type at- 
mosphere,” said Bach, comparing 
this year’s cleanup with those of 
years past.

Development is among his pri- 
mary concerns, he said, but he thinks 
redevelopment funds should be used 
to create some charm, not just more 
homogeneous, big-box stores. 

“Redevelopment is a powerful 
tool,” he said. “But it is one we have 
to use very judiciously.” 

He suggested working to expand 
existing retailers who have a history 
of commitment to the city, rather 
than bringing in competition from 
large, outside corporations. 

Diliberto, who described himself 
as “a nut for fairness” and “a cheer- 
leader for projects in the city,” said he 
wants to see the community have 
more of a voice in the development of 
the Plaza than private developers do. 

Developers are likely to introduce 
the stores they want, then leave the 
ensuing problems to the city, he said, 
suggesting it is better to improve the 
Plaza’s appearance, so stores the com-

likely to express interest. The prob- 
lem with the Plaza is that “it is a cold 
and chilly area,” he said, adding that 
mproving its appearance will help 
make redevelopment plans work. 

Other volatile issues addressed by 
the candidates included defining the 
relationship between the city and the 
school board, dividing Plaza plan- 
ning into separate housing and com- 
mercial groups, and dealing with a 
potential fiscal crisis next year.

(And 
the most expensive item on the menu was only 
$3.95!) But the story really begins back in 1964, 
when Shere’s husband Charles started working at 
KPFA. One of his duties was editing Folio, the 
KPFA program guide, and he needed someone to 
print it. That led him to a young graphics artist 
named David Lance Goines, who was living with a 
waitress named Alice Waters and ... 

As they say, the rest is history. Back then, they 
were all poor as church mice and just starting out, 
and they had no idea they were about to 
revolutionize America’s eating habits — and 
become famous in the process. Alice Waters is the 
Duke Ellington of the food world, Like the Duke, 
she celebrates the simple by serving it up with the 
utmost elegance. And Lindsey Shere is her Billy 
Strayhorn, winner of the James Beard 
Foundation’s Pastry Chef of the Year award and 
author of a now-classic cookbook with illustrations 
by none other than Wayne Thiebaud. It’s hard to 
remember now how badly we used to eat before 
they launched their revolution, but it was a 
Wonderbread world. Even the fanciest restaurants 
served salads made of iceberg lettuce, with 
dressing out of a bottle. Entrees were smothered in 
rich, creamy sauces that made everything taste the 
same. Vegetables were frozen. Desserts were 
monstrous meringue confections that took days to 
prepare — and tasted like it. Our food reflected our 
attitude toward nature — namely, that we had 
conquered it. With refrigerated trucks and sulfites 
and superhighways — why, you could keep a head 
of iceberg lettuce fresh-looking for a whole week 
while transporting it from farm to supermarket. 
Another miracle of modern science! 

Chez Panisse turned all that on its ear. Instead 
of fighting nature, it went with nature’s flow. 
Menus were governed by what was in season, and 
everything was locally grown. (And I do mean 
locally: In the early days, Shere and her husband 
would walk around the neighborhood at night, 
picking acacia, mimosa and plum blossoms to 
make into ice cream flavors the next day.) 

The watchword was freshness. “I just believe 
there’s a difference between a tart that was made 
this morning and a tart that’s still warm from the 
oven,” says Shere. 

Plus there was an incredible attention to detail. 
When Shere made a chopped pistacho nut garnish 
to put on her lemon tarts, each pistachio nut had to 
be peeled of its paper-like skin first. 

When she made candied violets, each violet 
blossom (which was freshly picked, of course) had 
to be individually painted with egg white on one 
side, then flipped over and painted on the other 
side. 

With such intense dedication to perfection, 
you'd think this could be an obnoxious, 
overbearing person to work with, but nothing could 
be further from the truth. 

Instead, she is an exceptionally kind person 
whose thoughtfullness is legendary. 

Her former assistant, Mary Jo Thoresen, 
remembers an especially embarrassing gaffe she 
made when she first started working. They had 10 
cake pans already baking in the oven when 
Thoresen realized to her horror that she’d forgotten 
to mix in the flour. 

Another boss might have fired Thoresen on the 
spot, or at least screamed at her up one side and 
down the other. But not Shere. “No problem,” she 
said cheerfully. She took the pans out of the oven, 
scraped out all the batter, sifted in the flour, and 
baked the cakes (which, by the way, turned out to 
be delicious). 

“Lindsey understands that you don’t motivate 
someone by humiliating them,” says Thoresen. 

Over the last quarter-century, a who’s who of 
the cooking world have come and gone as chefs de 
cuisine at Chez Panisse — Jeremiah Tower, Mark 
Miller, Joyce Goldstein, Paul Bertolli and Jean- 
Pierre Moulle. But there has only been one pastry 
chef. Until now. 

Not to worry. Chez Panisse will continue to 
serve Shere’s specialities, like berries in 
Champagne jelly, tangerine mousse, sugared rose 
petals, plum blossom ice cream and her signature 
dish, almond tart. And restaurants will still be 
feeling her influence when her grandchildren have 
grandchildren. If you doubt that, check out the 
apple crisps that are de riguer in almost every 
Testaurant nowadays. They were Shere’s invention, 
too. ; 

In the meantime, Shere plans to enjoy her 
retirement by doing some things she hasn’t had 
time for before: bird watching, visiting art galleries 
and museums, indulging her secret vice — eating 
donuts — and catching up on non-work-related 

reading.

The hardship status is being ar- 


gued on the basis of the high school’s ~ 


concrete construction, its three-sto- 
ries, and its four disconnected units. 
Because the high school was built in 
phases, the four units of the main 
building are not tied together. 

Although the bill passed through 
the Assembly with no hitches, the 
Board of Education earlier this month 
pulled it from the Senate floor when 
they learned it would most likely be 
defeated. The board had originally 
believed the legislation to be their 
best bet. However, with word of wan- 
ing senate support, the board has now 
redirected its energy toward the ap- 
peal. 

“It is admittedly going to be a 
challenge to receive that funding,” 
Hudson said, but added, “We are go- 
ing to be successful.” 

Through additional meetings with 
members of the OPSC, he said, the 
district has guidance on the data it 
must supply the State Allocation 
Board, the final arbiters of funding. 

“In the meantime, we can’t allow 
for dead time. There is the need to 
push ahead and keep the momen- 
tum,” said Hudson. 

It was more of a challenge to get 
the legislation through the Senate, 
said Hudson, primarily because Sen. 
Leroy Green has been involved in the 
California facilities process for so 
long “and has particular ideas about 
how school districts should be ap- 
proaching some of these problems.”

At the time of its construction, 
the blacksmith shop was one of the 
very few buildings that dotted the 
dusty dirt road known that was then 
San Pablo Avenue. Capitalizing on 
the need for farming implements 
for use in the surrounding fields, 
Rust began a successful business 
making and selling tools. 

The city was named after him 
when he becameits first postmaster 
in 1909, and remained Rust (pro- 
nounced “Roost” according to Rob- 
ert Rust) until it was renamed El 
Cerrito when the city (population 
1,500 was incorporated in 1917. In 
the 1920s, Rust’s blacksmith shop 
became a Pryde-owned hardware 
store, which it has been ever since. 

The commemorative plaque was 
installed on a wall outside the hard- 


Theater and, in the Industrial Arts 
building, a district kitchen and large 
multipurpose room. The kitchen 
would serve the high school, and all 
of the district’s schools. The Indus- 
trial Arts building and Little Theater, 
however, will not stay completely 
unchanged; they both qualify for state 
modernization funding. While the In- 
dustrial Arts building will remain dis- 
crete, three of the four schematics 
include a connection from the main 
building to the Little Theater. 

The pool building will alsoremain 
unchanged, Also, all four schemes 
have a common number and square 
footage of classes for each program. 
What varies is the corridor space. 

The four schematics vary from an 
“L”-shaped main building, with one 
leg along Thousand Oaks and one 
along Key Route, to a “U” shaped 
main building with one side parallel 
to Key Route, one side parallel to the 
tennis courts, and the bottom along 
Thousand Oaks. 

* By far the most-architecturally 
adventurous, Scheme A’s most 
prominent design feature is a main 
entry at mid-block on Key Route. 

In Scheme A the main building is 
“L” shaped. The leg parallel to Key 
Route bends in ata 45 degree angle at 
the tip, toward the courtyard, its out- 
ermost corner connecting with a nar- 
row corridor to the Little Theater. 

Scheme A’s dramatic entrance at 
this bend, and its varying, articulated 
face made it the attendant 
community’s favorite. On Thousand 
Oaks Boulevard the face juts in and 
out, and on Key Route nearest the 
corner the face rounds slightly where 
the library would be. 

* In Plan B, also with an “L”- 
shaped main building, the entry is at 
the corner of Thousand Oaks and 
Key Route, close to where the main 
entry is now. Unlike the entry in 
scheme A, the entry in scheme B is 
subdued. Scheme B, however, in- 
cludes ‘a large, voluminous library 
space, allowing for an overlook from

From Key Route, plan 
B consists of a long, straight facade.

While the Thousand Oaks wall is 
slightly articulated, the Memorial 
Field wall is flat. However, Plan C 
was barely discussed, because its lack 
of exterior space made it unaccept- 
able to the audience. 

Plan D included a “U’-shaped 
main building. However a corner of 
the “U” on Thousand Oaks and Key 
Route is cut out, creating two sepa- 
rate buildings and a prominentcorner 
entrance. Also, a second-floor bridge 
between the two legs of the “U,” 
creates an overhang in the courtyard 
to be used as a lunch shelter. 

However, the overhang did not go 
over well with the attendant audi- 
ence. They feared it would be expen- 
sive and either create a wind tunnel or 
a shadowy, cold, cavernous space in 
a large portion of the courtyard. 

At the end of the meeting, when 
the audience voted for the general 
concept of each scheme, still allow- 
ing for aswapping of features, every- 
one in the audience voted for sche- 
matic A.

Is it hypocritical to praise a 
play you couldn’t sit through? 
Yet there’s plenty to like in 
David Edgar’s Pentecost, not 
least of which is the superior 
cast assembled by Tony 
Taccone for his first directorial 
foray as the Berkeley Rep’s new 
artistic director. 

To the extent that literature is 
recreation for the intellect— 
refreshing it by visits to strange 
new lands and perspectives— 
Pentecost is a success. 

Like Tony Kushner’s Slavs, 
which Taccone also directed for 
the Rep, Pentecost imagines the 
mind-scrambling world of post- 
Soviet Eastern Europe. 

What seems to fascinate both 
Kushner and Edgar is the 
dilemma of intellectuals for 
whom the bedrock of 
Communist orthodoxy has been 
jettisoned overnight and 
replaced with shifting sands. 

Edgar has the livelier 
imagination; some of the 
officials in his unnamed Balkan 
land are as delightful as they are 
improbable. For instance, 
there’s the Minister of Culture 
(played by Matthew Boston), a 
young guy who wears an ankle- 
length fur coat, speaks English 
like a Las Vegas sharpster, and 
has a brilliant mind that 
instantly determines his self- 
interest in a situation. 

The first act introduces 
faction after faction—a Russian 
Orthodox priest, a Roman 
Catholic priest, a partisan of the 
“heritage” party, computer-whiz 
technocrats, a scholar from the 
national museum determined to 
salvage the national spirit 
through historical detective 


work-—and that’s not a 
comprehensive list. 

They’re at each other’s 
throats, not about control of the 
country, but—in a clever use of 
microcosm—of a church 
building (according to the 
restitution laws, it goes to 
whichever faction can make the 
best case for historical 
ownership) and a fresco 
discovered within it. 

That fresco is the basis of 
another battle that rages even 
more fiercely in the play, and 
which takes us to the equally 
exotic realm of scholarly 
dispute. 

The fresco, or so hope its 
discoverer and the British art 
historian who is her ally, pushes 
the beginning of the 
Renaissance a full century 
earlier and places it not in Italy 
but in the Balkans. 

Their opponent, a publicity 
hound of a Cornell art professor, 
soon shows that their dating of 
the fresco is based on a national 
epic poem first written down a 
century after the events it is 


The Adventures of a Shakespeare Scholar 


Recounting a lifetime studying the Bard

Berkeley resident, Marvin 
Rosenberg, Professor of Dra- 
matic Art Emeritus from UC 
Berkeley, has added another 
tome to his already considerable 
contributions to Shakespearean 
scholarship. Unlike his previous 
works, however, each devoted to 
one of Shakespeare’s tragic 
heroes (The Masks of “Othello,” 
1961; The Masks of “King 
Lear,” 1972; The Masks of 
“Macbeth,” 1978; and The 
Masks of “Hamlet,” 1992), The 
Adventures of a Shakespeare 
Scholar, recently published by 
the University of Delaware 
Press, is a collection of essays 
and lectures by Rosenberg, most 
of which have been delivered 
and published over the course of 
his lengthy and illustrious 
career. 

Each essay is prefaced with 
personal anecdotes about the 
circumstances under which it 


was delivered, colleagues with 
whom he worked on the subject, 
and numerous 
acknowledgements to the 
international group of actors, 
directors, and scholars who have 
assisted Rosenberg and given 
him further insight into the rich 
and wonderful world of 
Shakespeariana. 

Rosenberg’s premise is that 
Shakespeare’s art consists in 
equal part of the meaning and 
poetry of the words and the 
theatrical presentation of the 
characters and plays. He makes 
his point very clearly in essays 
on Hamlet, King Lear, Macbeth 
and Othello, speaking in detail 
of the “polyphony” of these 
larger-than-life personnae. 
Through comparisons of differ- 
ent actor’s interpretations, 
Rosenberg illustrates how rich 
these characters are in multiple 
personality traits. By impplica- 
tion he also suggests how 
diverse the actors choice:s are

being used to verify. 

The outcome of this dispute 
(further complicated by 
competing views of art 
restoration) is of great interest 
to the scholars; it also will 
determine which political 
faction gets the church and the 
potentially valuable painting. 

The world of scholarly 
dispute is perfectly captured, 
including the personal venom 
that can accompany such 
disputes. 

That venom saves the play for 
a while, since otherwise the 
exchanges are like reading 
academic footnotes—interesting 
but not riveting. 

Edgar combines these 
complicated worlds—ideology 
and scholarship—in dialogue 
that is scintillating, often very 
witty, but utterly unrelenting. 

The rapid-fire exchanges 
reminded me of Shaw, except 
that they are up-to-date and 
(maybe only for that reason) 
seem more perceptive and 
trenchant.

A play currently on the boards 
in Southern Oregon offers a 
glimpse of what to expect in the 
near future from the Berkeley Rep- 
ertory Theatre. 

“Pentecost,” one of the hits of 
the Oregon Shakespeare Festival 
— staged annually in Ashland, 
Oregon, a small town nestled in 
the Siskiyou Mountains about 40 
miles north of the California-Or- 
egon border — also represents a 
sneak preview of the aims and 
aspirations of Tony Taccone, 
tabbed last month to succeed 
Sharon Ott as Berkeley Rep’s ar- 
tistic director. 

Taccone directs Ashland’s 
“Pentecost.” But that won’t end 
his relationship with David 
Edgar’s contemporary drama 
about lost art — and lost people. 
On Sept. 17 Taccone opened Ber- 
keley Rep’s new season by direct- 
ing an East Bay version of the 
political thriller. 

Not only does the Ashland 
“Pentecost” display Taccone’s 
taste in plays and approach to put- 
ting them on. It also gives an in- 
kling as to the direction he might 
point the Rep as he begins his 
tenure as artistic director. 

“T like plays with imagination 
and great ideas, plays that are am- 
bitious,” says Taccone, who has 
directed nineteen plays at Berke- 
ley Rep, including “Geni(us)” and 
“The Convict’s Return,” and who 
staged the epic “Angels in 
America” at the Marc Taper Fo- 
rum in Los Angeles. “My ten- 
dency as a director, I think, is to 
err on the side of too much rather 
than too little. I prefer plays that

ists” who believed that 
Shakespeare’s actors performed 
in a stilted and mechanical 
fashion, using set gestures to 
express emotions, Rosenberg 
offers little written evidence to 
back up his argument. 

The few accounts seem too 
general and succinct to serve as 
adequate proof that 
Shakespeare’s actors, as 
Rosenberg believes, strove to 
present a naturalistic representa- 
tion of their characters. 

Of considerable historical 
interest is the essay, “Shame on 
You, David Garrick - or, What 
the Victorian Theater Did to 
Shakespeare’s Tragedies.” 
Rosenberg prefaces the essay 
with his own opinion about 
censorship vis-a-vis 
Shakespeare. 

“Even now, in the theater, 
Shakespeare’s texts are some- 
times cut and pasted to suit

But the pace is exhausting. In 
the first act (of about 80 
minutes), there is scarcely a 
moment for reflection. Every 
moment a new character is 
added, or a new judicial or 
ideological or scholarly wrinkle 
is added to the plot. 

If you pause for a moment, 
even to savor the play’s 
cleverness, you risk losing the 
thread. 

A friend who saw it with me 
began napping early on, and at 
the end of an hour, my early 
exhilaration had given way to

try to bring a lot of things to- 
gether. I was totally knocked out 
by “Pentecost” the first time I read 
it, because it does explore so many 
important issues. Like all great 
plays, it’s about everything.” 

Of the many issues that “Pente- 
cost” brings together, Taccone 
says that the ones that stand out 
are the value of art, the power and 
use of language, national identity, 
and xenophobia. But, he says that, 
“For me, the single biggest theme 
in the play is being forced to see 
the ‘other’ — people and experi- 
ences outside our own frame of 
teference. The potential of that is 
enormously wonderful.” 

Set in an unnamed Eastern Eu- 
ropean country newly freed from 


Soviet rule — a country that 
closely resembles the former Yu- 
goslavia — ”Pentecost” begins 


with the discovery of a pre-Re- 
naissance fresco in an abandoned 
church. Hidden under a mundane 
work of “people’s art” from the 
period of Socialist realism, the 
painting may be a lost master- 
piece that inspired Giotto — and 
perhaps brought about a turn- 
around in the course of western 
art and civilization. While art his- 
torians, academics and politicians 
furiously debate the significance 
of the painting, refugees from eth- 
nic cleansing burst into the church, 
take scholars and the work of art 
hostage — and threaten to destroy 
the people as well as the painting 
if their demands for sanctuary are 
not met. 

The refugees of “Pentecost” 
speak at least nine different lan- 
guages. The interaction of these 
characters may at times call to 
mind the Tower of Babel with its 
many disparate accents. But per-

weariness. 

I suspect that the playwright 
and the director must share 
responsibility for this; it was 
like a symphony played presto 
throughout, even the slow 
movements. 

What finally killed my 
interest was the arrival near the 
end of act I of a band of 
refugees with automatic 
weapons. Suddenly the art 
scholars are being brutalized, 
and the welter of Eastern 
European accents becomes even 
harder to understand. Also, at 
the intermission, I learned that 
act II was another 85 minutes. 


haps the culminating moment in 
the play —a variation of the “Pen- 
tecostal” moment found in Acts of 
the Apostles 2:l-6 — occurs when 
the refugees, each speaking in his 
or her native tongue, tell their sto- 
ries and somehow understand one 
another, transcending differences 
of language, nationality, and po- 
litical affiliation. 

“The use of language in the 
play is extremely complex. Some- 
times it’s hard not only to figure 
out the meaning, but to determine 
who is speaking to whom,” 
Taccone says. “But the more I 
studied the play, the more I saw 
the clarity in it, the wisdom. It’s a 
parable, I think. A political par- 
able of the modern world. It tells 
us that we’re going to have to 
come up with a different kind of 
language if we’re going to sur- 
vive. It tells us that we’ re going to 
have to stop seeing the ‘other’ as 
so very different, that instead 
we’re going to have to see him as 
being more like ourselves than we 
imagined.” 

Onstage in Ashland, the many 
voices — among the refugees are 
a Mozambican, a Palestinian Ku- 
waiti, a Bosnian, a Russian, a 
Ukrainian, an Afghan, a Sri 
Lankan and a Kurd — somehow 
manage to express not only their 
own distinctiveness, but the com- 
mon bonds that unite humanity. 
In a sense, all of the characters 
speak the language of survival. 

The script has flaws. An overly 
talky art history “lecture” domi- 
nates the first 20 minutes or so. 
The shift from “art” play to “po- 
litical thriller” when the refugees 
storm the church is too sudden. 
And several of the main figures 
seem to be mouthpieces of vari- 
ous nationalistic viewpoints. But

Since then I’ve wondered 
how it turned out, but it’s hard 
to care very much, because 
despite the dazzling dialogue, 
Edgar fails to add any human 
element (besides his exploration 
of self-interest) to the battle of 
ideas. Pentecost exists entirely 
in a world of abstraction. 

The level of acting, typical 
for this company, is first rate. In 
addition to the terrific Minister 
of Culture already mentioned, 
Frank Corrado’s portrayal of 
Leo Katz (the Cornell professor) 
is as capivating as the character 
is extreme. J, Michael Flynn, as 
the British scholar, is also 


Taccone moves the action along 
so briskly and with such a keen 
awareness of the key issues that 
one tends to forget about these 
shortcomings. Instead, one savors 
the play’s “stew” of ideas. 

The Berkeley production fig- 
ures to be every bit as tasty as the 
Ashland staging. Taccone says 
that “I learned how the engine of 
the play works” at the Oregon 
Shakespeare Festival. Moreover, 
the director will bring to the East 
Bay virtually the same design team 
that he worked with at the Festi- 
val. That includes language coach 
Nancy Benjamin, movement 
coach John Sipes, and set designer 
William Bloodgood. 

Not much about the set will 
change in the play’s journey from 
Ashland to Berkeley, says 
Taccone, It’ll remain the same im- 
pressionistic/historical represen- 
tation of a basilica. 

Several things about the Ber- 
keley production will be differ- 
ent, however. Anentirely new cast 
has been chosen, one that features 
Michael Flynn as Oliver Daven- 
port, the British art historian; Mary

waiti who leads the refugees in 
their quest for repatriation. 

Another difference will be the 
presence of playwright David 
Edgar, who will visit Berkeley for 
the last couple of weeks of re- 
hearsals, Taccone says. Though 
Edgar now lives in Birmingham, 
England, he and Taccone have a 
long history of collaboration, go- 
ing back to the times they worked 
together at the Eureka Theatre on 
“The Jail Diary of Albie Sachs” 
and other projects. 

“Having David here will en- 
able us to go a little further with 
“Pentecost.” There are some little 
things text-wise that I’ll be work- 
ing on with him. We’ll be able to 
torque and twist and make at least 
some minor improvements in the 
play,” Taccone says. 

Count on the “final” script be- 
ing imaginative and ambitious. 
Tony Taccone wouldn’t have it 
any other way.

some director’s topical designs, 
usually with the idea that only 
by adaptation can the plays be 
made palatable to modern 
audiences. I don’t mind changed 
settings, if appropriate; and I 
can accept slight variations of 
obsolete words to make sense; 
but I feel outrage when the 
language is mutilated, as if 
Shakespeare’s words cannot be 
trusted, so they must be cut or 
disguised in modern idioms.” 

Bearing this statement in 
mind, it is easy to see how upset 
Rosenberg could be with the 
practice, beginning in the 18th 
century, of “refining” 
Shakespeare’s plays to make 
them more acceptable to con- 
temporary audiences. 

Nominated by Rosenberg as 
the “villain-in-chief” for his 
ravaging of Shakespeare, David 
Garrick, one of the most impor- 
tant actors of the English stage, 
not only cut whole speeches and 
scenes, he also replaced 
Shakespeare’s text in part with 
his own much inferior words. 

Rosenberg leaves no stone 
unturned in his search for the 
profound depths to be reached in 
almost any of the Bard’s plays. 
His discussions cover line 
readings, gestures, costume and 
set elements. In an as yet 
unpublished essay called 
“Visualizing Complex Charac- 
ter,” Rosenberg describes his 
attempts to plot the character 
qualities in Shakespeare’s 
characters. 

“In Hamlet’s compressed life, 
his polyphony is a continuously 
shifting dynamic. His emotions 
and thoughts are never still. . .I 
sought a way to image graphi- 
cally the multiplicity and 
mobility of the character quali- 
ties Shakespeare gave Hamlet 
and other complex characters.”

Shaw’s statistics heading into 
Cal’s showdown Saturday with 
USC at Memorial Stadium are 
simply Jerry Rice-like (22 
catches for 362 yards and four 
touchdowns). But while the 
secondaries Shaw faced in the 
first two games were average at 
best, the Trojans boast one of 
the most pass-proof defensive 
backfields in college football. 


“Bobby is a guy that’s a big 
part of our offense,” said first- 
year coach Tom Holmoe after 
his team escaped Strawberry 
Canyon with a 40-36 win over 
the Sooners Saturday, thanks to 
another red-cape-and-big-”S”- 
on-his-chest game by Shaw. “I 
know USC has four very good 
players in its secondary.

(2) Pay attention to your child’s 
learning needs. Often problems 
with memorization, completing 
tasks, paying attention and fol- 
lowing directions, surface well 
before a child enters school.

As noted last week, this is the 
first in a series of columns about 
the rest of the candidates for the 
El Cerrito City Council (after 
having written about the Friends 
of the El Cerrito Library and their 
president, Thom Stark). We are 
taking them in alphabetical order. 

Janet Abelson and I spent more 
time talking about the Albany/E] 
Cerrito Access Committee than 
we did about Janet Abelson. 
Although Robert Coleman is 
president of that organization, 
Abelson is vice president, trea- 
surer and spokesperson. And she 
is, understandably, proud of what 
they have accomplished and 
continue to do. 

Their latest accomplishment 
was a gift of $15,000 to the City 
of El Cerrito to make the swim- 
ming pool accessible, plus $5,000 
to make the playground at 
Harding Elementary School 
accessible, including a ramp that 
goes up to the tower of the 
structure. She explains that when 
small children play on a play- 
ground structure there is a great 
deal of fear. With this ramp 
parents can get on the tower with 
the child, and children feel more 
secure. And, of course, this is 
most important because part of 
learning is based on the growth of 
motor development, and play 
plays a great part in developing 
this. 

The group got the cooperation 
of the City of El Cerrito and took 
out an unsafe structure. They 
turned a sand pit into a physical 
conditioning center for older kids. 
She adds that they also had the 
cooperation of the school district. 
Additionally, the children raised 
money by saving “Pennies for the 
Play Ground.” It was a challenge, 
she says, but they accomplished 
their dream. 

In looking for a new project, 
one member suggested that it 
would be nice to have equipment 
so people with low vision could * 
use the information in the library: 
reference material and other 
matters which cannot be taken out 
of the library. Since it is the E] 
Cerrito/Albany (or Albany/El 
Cerrito) committee, it must, of a 
necessity cover both libraries. It is 
for this reason that another 
member of the Access group 
visited one of the meetings of the 
Friends of the Albany Library to 
suggest that we join them and El 
Cerrito Friends in a visit to the 
new San Francisco library where 
they have such equipment 
available, so that we would see it 
and see whether it would be 
workable for us. (Albany librarian 
Ronnie Davis and I will join the 

others in making that interesting 
trek). 

Thanks to an automobile 
accident in 1985, Janet Abelson is 
confined to a wheel chair. As a 
result, of course, she has become 
conscious of the problems of 
access for those in wheel chairs or 
otherwise hampered by physical 
problems. The miles of now- 
accessible sidewalk corners are 
the result of many years of work 
by this and similar organizations,

stood, there are two liens on the 
house. 

Lastly, the house is part of a 
planned development with spe- 
cial rules and regulations each ho- 
meowner has to agree to follow. 


We had not, of course, been 
present at the inspections; nor had 
we seen any written reports. We’d 
never even seen the house. Still, it 
sounded like this house was in 
quite good shape, which is what 
we told him. 

From the information we had, 
we couldn’t tell how serious the 
furnace problem might be. But 
sink leaks, fence slats, ownership 
of the fence, and the gate latch, 
also probably the spa lights and 
pool pump seemed to be minor.

(we've never heard of such a 
thing), that was great. Changing 
to tile would be up to the buyer. 

Property taxes would be paid 
by the seller in escrow. It would 
behoove the buyer’s agent to check 
out the liens now — what kind of 
liens? What was needed to satisfy 
them? 

The buyers should have a copy 
of the planned development’s 
regulations (called CC&Rs) and 
should go over them carefully, 
determine if they feel right about 
abiding by them. These may in- 
clude a prohibition against hang- 
ing a basketball hoop on the house, 
dictate what colors the house ex- 
terior can be painted, regulate 
parking spaces and the like. 

Our friend was feeling better. 
He said he’d check out everything 
we'd talked about. 

We didn’t hear from him again 
for a couple of weeks. His next 
message, somewhat frantic, said, 
“An unethical realtor brought in 
another offer on the Sacramento 
house. Now we’re told that we 
have 72 hours to remove our con- 
tingency concerning selling our 
old house. Can they do this?” 

We had never seen his contract 
but it came as no surprise to us 
that he had offered to buy the new 
house only if his old house sold. 
Commonly such a contingency 
includes a 72-hour release clause, 
which would allow the seller of 
the Sacramento house to continue 
to offer his property to other buy- 
ers. Ifasecond buyer comes along 
with an acceptable offer, the first 
buyer is given 72 hours to release 
his contingency or agree to cancel 
the contract. 

Why had our friend not under- 
stood this? Hadn’t the agent ex- 
plained his contract to him? 

He told us that the Fremont 
house was back in contract and

Mortgage rates fall 
on low inflation news | 


On Sept. 18 Freddie Mac’s 
Primary Mortgage Market Sur- 
vey showed that the nationwide 
average for the 30-year fixed- 
rate mortgage stands at 7.38 per- 
cent down a robust 15 basis 
points from last week’s average 
of 7.53 percent. 

This is the lowest the 30- 
year fixed-rate mortgage has ay- 
eraged since it stood at 7.36 
percent the week ending Au- 
gust 1. At the end of the third 
week of September 1996, the 
30-year fixed rate mortgage 
averaged 8.14 percent. 

The average start-rate for the 
one-year Treasury-indexed ad- 
justable rate mortgages 
(ARMS) fell 6 basis points from 
last week’s average of 5.59 per- 
cent to 5.53 percent. This is 
also the lowest that this rate has 
averaged since the week ending 
August 1. 

A year ago the average start 
rate for the one-year ARM stood 
at 5.83 percent. 

This week’s average for 15- 
year fixed-rate mortgages, a 
popular option in the refinance 
market, fell 13 basis points from 
last week’s 7.07 percent to 6.94 
percent. This time last year this 
rate-was 7.64 percent. 

“The seven-week low in inter- 
est rates is due largely to infor- 
mation in the most recent Con- 
sumer Price Index, which shows 
inflation to be almost nonexist- 
ent,” said Freddie Mac chief 
economist Robert Van Order. 

“It is also quite possible that 
we will see rates fall next week.” 

This year Freddie Mac cel- 
ebrates the 26th consecutive 
year of the Primary Mortgage 
Market Survey having tracked

these reporting standards, Another 
aspect of Kopp’s bill would require 
that borrowers, lenders and inves- 
tors all receive copies of the deed of 
trust involved in a transaction. That 
way there would be no surprises. If 
the owners are told an instrument 
has been recorded on their property 
without their knowledge, they can 
react and the scam will be quickly 
uncovered. 

In a way this is similar to a test 
project in Los Angeles which be- 
gan three years ago. The L. A. 
County recorder started notifying 
homeowners whenever a grant deed 
was recorded on their property. This 
action uncovered at least 400 cases 
of criminal wrongdoing according 
to “Dirty Deeds: Abuses and 
Fraudulent Practices in California’ s 
Home Equity Market’ published 
by Consumers Union. 

“We do have a problem,” Sena- 
tor Kopp said. “It’s a large state, 
there are a good many senior citi- 
zens, many people living on fixed 
income with modest savings and 
there are continuing (real estate 
abuse) cases every year.” 

Kopp’s bill was coauthored by 
Senator Teresa Hughes who also 
authored two of the three other real 
estate bills now under consideration.

home equity fraud and in 1995 man- 
aged to shepherd through legisla- 
tion that created the Real Estate 
Prosecution Trust Fund, SB 537. 
That act allows each county in the 
state to create a special real estate 
fraud unit within their local district 
attorney’s office. 

“The solution was not simple,” 
said Hughes (D-Inglewood). “It 
needed a multifaceted approach and 
SB 537 was a simple beginning. SB 
214 requires that a contractor could 
not use the retail installment sales 
contract which says you can get 
work done onan installment basis.” 

Hughes’ other bill, SB 589, 
would require that homeowners re- 
ceive counseling in advance if the 
relationship to their new paymentis 
greater than 60 percent of their in- 
come. Assemblyman Steve 
Kuykendall (R-Long Beach) has 
introduced AB 754 which would 
move multi-lender Department of 
Corporation (DOC) regulations 
over to the DRE. 

“Right now there’s a split over- 
sight for multi-lender activity,” said 
Mark Reeder, a spokesperson in 
Kuykendall’s Sacramento office. 
“Probably 90 percent of the indi- 
viduals who engage in these trans- 
actions follow the DRE regs. We 
say the DOC are the tighter regs.”

Opus Dei who wanted to build a 
retreat for inner city Catholic youth. 

I also helped a young female 
Baptist minister and an “alterna- 
tive” New Agereligious group from 
Marin County that wanted to buy a 
large commercial building in Ber- 
keley to convert into their first East 
Bay church. The executive secre- 
tary in my office jokingly dubbed 
me the company’s “Realtor to the 
Religious”. 

One of the things I learned from 


all my experience representing reli- 
gious groups as a Realtor the diffi- 
cult task any congregation has in 
adapting any existing building to 
the needs of a modern church. This 
task can be just as daunting when 
the congregation already has a his- 
toric building that was designed for 
the needs of an earlier era. 

All too often the temptation is to 
abandon, or even demolish the his- 
toric church and rebuild or relocate 
into anew facility. As many readers 
may sadly recall, this was the un- 
fortunate choice the Diocese of 
Oakland made when it demolished 
the 1891 Gothic-Revival St. Francis 
de Sales Church, (Oakland’s old 
Cathedral) after it sustained moder- 
ate damage in the Loma Prieta Earth- 
quake.

~ Throughout California, the risk 
of an earthquake damaging your 
house varies greatly, depending on 
how near you are to an active fault 
and the severity and frequency of 
seismic activity expected from that 
fault. 


Earthquake danger 


For example, geologists re- 
searching the earthquake potential 
in the San Francisco Bay Area have 
determined that there are more faults 
with the potential for more seismic 
activity, and, thus, more damage, 
than previously charted. An area 
like the Bay Area, Southern Cali- 
fornia, for instance, can be expected 
to have a sizable number of earth- 
quakes every year, and newly lo-

its climate and the reasons for past 
fires. Keeping careful track of these 
factors can help fire experts predict 
the probability of fire in the future 
and help people plan to lessen the 
risk. 

Unfortunately, this does not al- 
ways happen. For example, in the 
fall of 1991 in the Oakland and 
Berkeley hills all the high-risk fac- 
tors were present, yet not enough 
heed was paid to the risk, and the 
result was the most costly fire in 
this country since 1900. 

An area with little vegetation, a 
flat topography, houses of fire-re- 
sistant materials such as concrete

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only a few “red flag” days during 
which the humidity drops, the tem- 
peratures climb, and the winds in- 
crease in velocity, the days or the 
Santa Ana or Diablo winds, and 
these days push an area that is prone 
to fire into one with a frightening 
likelihood of having an out-of-con- 
trol conflagration to fight. 
Modifying the surroundings in a 
fire-prone area can lessen the risk. 
Changing the vegetation pattern is 
a very good way to do this. Plants 
normally contain moisture, requir- 
ing water to thrive. If the humidity 
is 65 percent or more, plants will 
lose very little moisture to the air.

Whatever the risk of earthquake 
is, little can be done to lessen the 
effects of seismic activity other than 
building stronger and more earth- 
quake-resistant structures and keep- 
ing them in good repair. You can’t 
change the fault, but you can try to 
mitigate its effects. 


Fire danger 


Fire is another matter. Fire is not 
lurking in the ground, waiting to 
erupt; the risk of fire is based on an 
area’s variety and density of veg- 
ii etation, its topographical features, 
| the characteristics of the structures, 


blocks, residences located far apart 
to prevent fire spreading from house 
to house, a temperate climate and 
few historical fires, in short, a very 
low fire-risk area might seem to be 
a good place to live. 

Unfortunately, areas with most 
of those factors, such as Barstow or 
Coalalinga, are not places that large 
numbers of people choose to con- 
gregate. Areas with lots of trees and 
other vegetation, hills, valleys and 
canyons, houses of wood with wood 
roofs, residences clustered close 
together and a history of past fires 
seem to attract a lot of California’s 
population — Berkeley and Malibu 
come to mind.

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When the moisture in the air 
drops because of prevailing weather 
conditions, plants, losing moisture 
to the air more rapidly than usual, 
become much more susceptible to 
fire. When the humidity is as low as 
15 percent, danger to plants in- 
creases alarmingly. 

High temperatures cause fuels, 
such as vegetation and combustible 
structural materials, to burn much 
more rapidly. High winds will 
spread fire, and a fire will create its 
own wind by sucking in surround- 
ing air in order to feed the combus- 
tion. 


Taking action 


What can you, as a homeowner, 
do to lessen the fire risk of your 
home and your neighborhood? 


Keep existing plantings well- 
trimmed. For instance, junipers are 
a very popular bush, growing low to 
cover ground or tall by doorways or 
windows, but after drought and dry 
weather, these plants can become 
torches ina fire, spreading the flames 
rapidly and igniting structures with 
radiant heat. Many houses in the 
1991 Oakland fire were ignited by

$195,000, and the lender will only 
grant a loan for 90 percent of the 
appraised value, the buyers will be 
approved for a $175,500 mortgage 
— $4,500 less than they need to 
close the sale. 

In this example, even if the con- 
tract doesn’t include an appraisal 
contingency stating that the home 
must appraise for the purchase price, 
the buyers have some protection 
against overpaying. The lender sim- 
ply won’tapprove a $180,000 mort- 
gage. So the buyers don’t need an 
appraisal contingency. 

The buyers could choose to go 


$195,000 but the lender is willing 
to give you a loan for 80 percent of 
the appraised value— $156,000 in 
this example, Since youonly needa 
$150,000 mortgage, your loan will 
probably be approved. 

Buyers who pay all cash for a 
home don’t need a financing con- 
tingency. They have the money re- 
quired to close. But, they often in- 
clude acontingency for the home to 
appraise for the purchase price to 
make sure they aren’t paying too 
much for the property.

Not necessarily. Appraisals are 
somewhat subjective. Two apprais- 
als of the same property, done at the 
same time, won’t necessarily come 
in at the same value. There is usu- 
ally a range of acceptable market 
value for a property. 


Changing values 


Also, property values are in a 
constant state of flux. It’s more dif- 
ficult to pin point a value when the 
market is changing. When values 
are rising, yesterday’s sales may be 
out of date in terms of what buyers 
are paying today for similar proper- 
ties. When values are falling, com- 
parable sales from a few months 
ago may be higher than current 


market value. 

So, when values are rising, pay- 
ing a little more than the appraised 
value isn’t a major issue for most 
buyers. Appreciation will prob- 
ably make up the difference 
shortly. But buyers are usually 
more sensitive to overpaying, even 
by a small amount, when values 
are either stable or declining. 

Paying a little more than the 
appraised value when you find 
exactly the property you wantisn’t 
asin, particularly if you’ ve looked 
for awhile with no luck, and you’ re 
sure you won't have to move again 
soon. It’s not always easy to find 
a home that suits your particular 
needs. 

Buyers bidding against other 
buyers in multiple offer competi- 
tion might want to forego an ap- 
praisal contingency — that is if 
they don’t mind overpaying a 
little. Often the offer for the best 
price with the fewest contingen- 
cies is the one accepted by the 
sellers. 

But if you only want to buy a 
home if it appraises for the pur- 
chase price, your best protection 
is to specify this as a contingency 
in the purchase contract.

Sometimes I think I learn more 
from the questions I'm asked than 
from the things I’m told. An old 
friend that I see only very occa- 
sionally these days recently asked 
me if I were still ‘estimating’? 
Like most people, he knew that 
for several years real estate has 
done rather poorly. 

He thought I may have em- 
ployed some of my other talents 
and left real estate behind. I guess 
the work ‘appraiser’ just didn’t 
register in his mental dictionary. 
The answer to the question, of 
course, is: Yes! That’s exactly 
what I do. I am an estimator. 

There are significant differ- 
ences between what I do in my 
estimation of current market value 
of residential real properties and 
what some other estimators do. 
When I think of an estimator, I 
think of the young woman who 
looked at my car last year after I 
was involved in a minor traffic 
accident. 

First, she took photographs of 
my car. I take photographs when I 
perform an appraisal. Next, she 
did a visual inspection of the dam- 
aged area, I make adetailed visual 
inspection of every property I ap- 
praise and produce a detailed 
drawing showing all levels of liv- 
ing area and major features of the 
exterior such a pools, patios and 
outbuildings. 

Then, she asked me about the 
accident and took notes on the 
information I provided. Ido asimi- 
lar interview during my inspec- 
tion visit, often learning valuable 
information that only the home- 
owner knows. But here we part 
company.

sometimes asked, I know thatsome 
people think that, as an appraiser, 


I look in a book and estimate the _ 
value of their home by adding up | 
a series of numbers taken froma | 


professional appraiser’s schedule, _ 
So much for each bedroom; so 
much for a remodeled kitchen; so 
much fora view and so forth. Then 
I total the numbers and that tells 
me how much the home is worth. 

In fact, there is an approach to 
appraisal based on this method. It 
is called Cost Approach Analysis 
but this method only gives accu- 
rate results in special circum- 
stances such as brand new hous- 
ing or highly unusual properties 
like churches. To estimate the 
value of a residence, the method 
that gives the most accurate, con- 
sistent results is called Sales Com- 
parison Analysis. Instead of look- 
ing at a cost schedule, appraisers 
look at several data sources con- 
taining information on recently 
sold homes. 

We find at least three recent 
sales of similar properties (known 
as comparables or ‘comps’) and 
compare those to the home whose 
value we are estimating (called 
the subject). First, we list the ma- 
jor features of the subject and the 
comps. Some of these would be: 
size, age, quality of construction, 
condition, number of bedrooms 
and baths, view, and special ameni-

case with the historic First Unitar- 
ian Church of Oakland, at 14th and 
Castro Streets. 

Here the congregation has re- 
vived itself from near extinction, 
and is now well underway with a 
two-phase restoration project that 
will preserve the original archi- 
tectural character of their historic 
property. 

The First Unitarian Church of 
Oakland is the earliest, and cer- 
tainly the most outstanding ex- 
ample of a Romanesque-Revival 
style church in California. An 
Oakland architect designed the 
building in 1889; the church was 
dedicated in 1891. 

It includes the auditorium and 
bell tower at the corner of 14th 
and Castro, and the adjacent Tho- 
mas Starr King meeting room fac- 
ing 14th Street. The entire prop- 
erty is now designated as a city, 
state, and national historic land- 
mark, a triple honor awarded to 
very few structures in California. 

The massive corner bell tower, 
Romanesque arches, and impos- 
ing brick-and sandstone walls cre- 
ate a feeling of medieval solidity 
reminiscent of some of the Ro- 
manesque-Revival churches on 
the East Coast, such as Boston’s 
famous Trinity Church on Copley 
Square. On the ceiling of the spec- 
tacular nave, (now called the au- 
ditorium) are the longest redwood 
beams west of the Mississippi 
River, 55 feet long and carved 
from first-growth redwood trees 
in the East Bay Hills. 

The several exquisite stained 
glass windows in the auditorium 
are among the finest in the state. 
They include a rose window with 
a recreation of Millet’s “The 
Sower” above the chancel, and a

second rose window depicting 
“The Seer of Patmos” above the 
entrance. Five windows lining the 
entrances along 14th Street depict 
founding figures of the Unitarian 
Church such as William Ellery 
Channing and Thomas Starr King. 
About 250 of the original wooden 
pews still remain inside the audi- 
torium. 

The walls of the First Unitarian 
Church have witnessed several im- 
portant historic events and the 
church has many prominent per- 
sons. Isidora Duncan is said to 
have performed her first public 
dance here. 

The UNESCO organization of 
the United Nations was founded 
here during the international con- 
ference held to inaugurate the U.N. 
in San Francisco in 1945. Swami 
Vivekenanda, the spiritual father 
of the Vedanta Society religion, 
came here twice: in 1893 on his 
way to the World Congress of 
Religions at the Chicago World’s 
Fair, and in 1900 to give a series 
of lectures. 

In 1911 President William 
Howard Taft, himself a Unitarian, 
spoke to a capacity crowd in the 
auditorium after dedicating 
Oakland’s new City Hall. Herbert 
Hoover also spoke here before he 
became president. 

Around the turn of the century, 
famous local writers Jack Lon- 
don, Frank Norris, and Bret Harte 
all discussed literary matters in 
the conference room in the east 
wing of the complex. The facility 
is now called the Thomas Starr 
King Room. 

All of this history was almost 
lost to future generations when

the congregation nearly voted to 
abandon the old building in 1985. 
According to Laurel Eber, a long 
time church member who is on the 
Capital Campaign Committee to 
restore the complex, the congre- 
gation had dwindled to about 20 
by the early 1980s. In 1985 after 


much soul searching, they voted 
to stay in the original facility de- 
cided to rebuild. Today, the church 
has 250 members. 

Laurel Eber explained the im- 
portance of the congregation’ s de- 
cision to restore their historic fa- 
cility. “Restoration of our historic 


building marks a milestone in our 


commitment to stay in downtown 
Oakland, and support the revital- 
ization of the surrounding Gate- 
way District,” she said. 

“With support from the com- 
munity and the City of Oakland, 
Phase One, (restoration and re- 
modeling of the Thomas Starr 
King Room into two levels) is 
fully funded and now under con- 
struction. We are hopeful for equal 
support for Phase Two, the resto- 
ration of the auditorium and bell 
tower.”

She views the current 
situation as one with all the ingredi- 
ents of a “contractor horror story” 
as panicked homeowners forgo 
common sense, hire unlicensed 
workers and give them large down 
payments. 

“Before you hire a contractor or 
give one any money, check the con- 
tractor out carefully,” said Headlee. 
“Be especially careful of hiring a 
contractor who solicits business by 
knocking on your door or leaving 
flyers in your mailbox. There are 
good contractors out there — it’s 
just a matter of finding them.” 

Homeowners who need help on 
checking out contractors can obtain 
a free copy of “Hints for Hiring a 
Tradesperson” from The Trades 
Guild. This pamphlet lists the steps 
homeowners should take before hir- 
ing a contractor and includes basic 
information concerning written 


long as money is involved some one 
will seek to take advantage of 
anomalies in existing laws. 

Allow me to give you an ex- 
ample of one other problem which 
still exists and is in need of a legis- 
lative solution. It has to do with 
jurisdiction and in the past has re- 
sulted in a potential quandary for 
the two mortgage regulating depart- 
ments of the state, the above refer- 
enced DRE and the DOC. 

At the moment, mortgage lend- 
ers may be regulated by both the 
Department of Corporations and the 
Department of Real Estate accord- 
ing to Ken Nagashima, special ad- 
ministrator with the DOC in Los 
Angeles. 

“There is not a prohibition on 
holding either or both licenses,” 
Nagashima said. He agreed that there

is an “overlap of the two sets of 
laws. A licensee may make an elec- 
tion as to which they want to be 
under.” 

Lowell Hoxie, a Santa Clara 
mortgage broker, was able to delay 
for years the uncovering of his scam 
by claiming that the DRE did not 
have the right to examine his books 
because he was under the jurisdic- 
tion of the DOC. When the DOC 

came calling, he used the same ar- 
gument in reverse. 

None of the new laws address 
this issue: Who has ultimate juris- 
diction over mortgage brokers with 
both licenses?

Today, while working for acus- 
tomer, one of my chores was to 
spread several bags of composted 
steer manure onto one of the flower 
beds. Having grown up on a 
chicken farm and right next to a 
dairy farm I spent a good deal of 
my life around manure. Hence the 
subject of this article. 

Every year my folks hosted a 
Fourth of July party. The first thing 
my dad did before sending the 
invitations was to visit Carl, the 
dairy farmer, and ask him not to 
spread the manure until the fifth 
of July. We all suffered only one 
Fourth of July with the smell of 
barbecued chicken and cow ma- 
nure. 

The dairy farm spread cow ma- 
nure upon its pastures and hay 
fields for a number of reasons. 
Piles, literally 20 feet high, would 
accumulate from daily cleaning 
of the stanchions (places where 
cows stood). Spreading it on the 
fields reduced the size of the piles. 
Getting rid of the manure was one 
aim, but it also enriched the soil 
and added a modicum of nitrogen 
and phosphorous. 

The value of manure is in the 
eye of the beholder. I use it quite 
liberally as a supply of organic 
matter, a source of beneficial soil 
microorganisms, and a low grade 
nitrogen fertilizer. 

I checked a number of refer- 
ences before writing this and none

take what I say as anecdotal infor- 
mation. 

In the fall I amend my veg- 
etable garden with bags and bags 
of manure. Through a number of 
natural processes much of the ni- 
trogen source will have disap- 
peared by Spring. My main pur- 
pose is to add organic matter. 
There will still be some residual 
nitrogen for my germinating seeds. 

In the fall and spring I add steer 
manure to my lawn for the same 
reason - to add organic matter and 
some nitrogen. 

Scientifically speaking if you 
want to add 10 pounds of nitrogen

to 1000 square feet then you must 
use 50 pounds of fresh cow ma- 
nure (I could find no figure for 
composted manure). Sounds like 
a lot, but actually it is not. One 
sack (two cubic feet) will cover 
about 24 square feet to a depth of 
one inch. That means about four 
sacks for 1000 square feet - that 
will cost you about six dollars. 
Not bad! 

One of the references I checked 
recommended using manure only 
when preparing the soil for in- 
stalling a lawn. I have applied 
composted cow manure to an ex- 
isting lawn at approximately a 
quarter of an inch thickness and 
had the lawn green up within a 
week. Another bit of information

- is when I took the turf class at 
Merritt College the instructor rec- 
ommended addition of 1/4 inch 
organic matter to lawns a mini- 
mum of twice a year. 

Three of the reasons I am so 
enamored with manure are: 

* being low in nitrogen content 
I cannot over fertilize plants and, 
therefore, do not burn the plant: 

* organic is a nice touch. I feel 
protective of the environment 
when | use natural rather than syn- 
thetic materials; 

* manure is easy for me to store, 
it does not need special attention 
as do synthetic fertilizers. 

I have found small bags (one 


cubic foot) of manure at Home 
Depot for about 65 cents. It is not 
the price that is so great, but the 
bag size. I can lift it quite easily, 
in fact I can even toss it into my 
truck. 

In gardening it is wise to check 
with authorities and read direc- 
tions, but I find that you must also 
give things a try on your own. 
Sometimes you discover some 
useful practices that go against 
the prevailing thought. So, I say 
to you — to manure or not to 
manure - it is a matter of choice ( 
or is that compost?).
